C:rtifying hkewiſe, hercby all Heritors who ſhall keep any of the aids Rebels upon their 

Ground , or all others who thall Harbour or Reſet them, that they ſhall be proceeded againſt with all the Se- 


verity that Law can allow , as Enemics to Us , -and thtir Native Countrey. ' Our Will is herefore, and We 
Charge you ſtridtly, and Command, rhat incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-crofs of Edinburgh, 
and other places necdful, and there in Our Name and Authority , by open Proc;
